Kaganovich handled the construction of the park very efficiently and hie 
BUggestions and remarks were accepted immediately. Kaganovich really en- 
joyed popularity and was called hy his subordinates, ^our master*^ in 
distinction from **the master,^ who was of course Stalin. He always made 
a favorable irr^ression on people upon entering a place of meeting. In 
his political orientation, he was considered an orthodox Stalinist. 

Hyshlnskyj Andr^ Ya - J)aring 1937 there was a strong drive in Moscow to 
popiilarlbe the so-called Stalin Constitution, ^shinsky, who was at that 
time prosecutor of the uSBh, was asked, along with other prominent lecturers, 
to d^ver a lecture on the constitutiono It is interesting to note that 
the first row in the lecture hall was reserved exclusively for the HOD. 
l/yshinsky appeared on the stage alone, but there were HKVD agents behind the 
stage curtains. The audience, as it was proved later, was composed of people 
who were not necessarily interested in the Stalin Constitution, but who 
suffered under the Soviet regime. During the question period many questions 
were submitted in writing, but only twenty were selected for answering, th 
the statement that th e remainder were of the same character as the ones which 
werjL being an^^^ . some of the rejected questions 25X1 

L Jwere entareiy carrerent rrom those being answered. They 25X1 

dealt with the problems of the arrested relatives, appeals to l^shinsky for 
Justice, etc. Some of them were of a rather insulting nattire, saying that 
the new constitution will do no good, or “Vyshinsky when will you stop lying, “ 
etc. The NKVD personnel became somewhat confused and could not arrest the 
writers of these notes. 1/yshinsky answered one of the questions attacking 
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personally in a vezy brusque and clever manner, 

ii. In connection with the lecture^ the question arose as to the amount of 
remuneration '^shinshy should be given for the lecturer o Those who had 
asked him to lecture were afraid of hurting his feelings by offering him 
too little, and if they offered him too much^ it was feared he would take 
them to task for recklessly spending public funds, because he was the 
prosecutor of the tJSSB^ Binally he was offered 250 rubles with the state- 
ment that this was the maxiinum that the organization pays for the lectxire, 
and D^rshinsky accepted through his secretary, 

5* ^mishchev, Nikita Sergeevich - In 1935 Khrushchev replaA:5ed Kaganovich as 
the seoreiioy of the koscow Oblast and City Committee, If Kaganovich ap- 
peared to be a culttired individual, Khrushchev certainly gave an entirely 
different impression — that of a ”mujiko » He betrayed hits low culture 
through his very crude maimer of speech, [
